Director of Currency 
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Brief Sketch of John E. Herzog 

And His Sixty Years As a Scripophily Collector 


In 1959, I was a young and 
inexperienced stockbroker, trying to 
figure out how to get customers and 
earn a living. I was in Greenwich 
Village one day and saw a certificate 
of the New York & Harlem Railroad 
in an antique shop window. I went 
into the shop and saw that it was 
marked $5. I decided to buy it and 
frame it to hang in my office. Visiting clients might think it 
was interesting, as I had, and I would steer the conversation 
to investing, and hopefully open a new account. When I got 
home and held the certificate in my hand, I noticed it was 
signed by William H. Vanderbilt as president. I instantly 
decided to find other certificates and quickly sent an ad to 
Collectors News. My collector instinct went into high gear, 
and I started a great journey that has lasted over 60 years! 

I began to review price lists and auction catalogs and, 
while writing checks for purchases, I realized I should have 
a theme before I spent too much money. I decided to collect 
18th century financial documents, as the people who had 
signed them were known to the market. It seemed reasonable 
that those items would hold their value over time. As an 
economics major at Cornell, I knew a little about Alexander 
Hamilton, and when I saw a U.S. Treasury Bond, I bought it. 




I felt that Treasury Bonds were a long shadow of Hamilton’s 
immense contribution to our country. Hamilton invented 
the Treasury Bond in 1790, and it has become the zenith of 
fixed income investments in the world, held by individuals, 
organizations and other governments. Not a bad record for 
an innovation from 228 years ago! 

My collection grew over time, and I spent many 
pleasurable hours reading about material for sale and 
interacting with fellow collectors and dealers both in the 
United States and abroad. I tried to find related ephemera 
that was contemporary with the bonds I was collecting. 
These items included postcards and other material, which 
gave the bonds context and added color. I discovered that 
people valued these items, and held them for many years. In 
the same way, some people held their bonds, either forgetting 
about them or possibly waiting for the collector market 
to offer prices higher than the redemption value. A few 
cancelled bonds somehow escaped the Treasury’s hands and 
found new lives in auctions. These bonds were discovered 
as the scripophily market was expanding, and there was a lot 
of excitement. I was lucky to have been active at that time, 
and to have experienced the wonderful camaraderie that 
grew among collectors in those heady years. 

Recently I realized that my collection would be of 
interest to others, and decided to offer this material which, 
in some cases, has been off the market for decades, including 
Certificate No. 1 of the Fourth Liberty Loan! 

I look forward to the auction, and to experiencing the 
excitement of others as they see these objects and add them 
to their own collections. I wish everyone lots of good luck, 
and offer my appreciation to all involved in this project!

A beautiful intaglio 
engraved certificate printed by the BEP. Issued and cancelled bond 
for this American possession ceded from Spain after the Spanish 
American War. The bond, 30 years term, was due in 1952, is dated 
from Washington and has the engraved signature of the Major General 
from the War Department. BEP coupons under and left side. 24.0cm 
by 20cm (excluding coupons). Green frame and large green sunburst 
tint. Red seal. Seated America at top center, flanked by $1000 dies.

Green back with two different female vignettes in oval, flanking the 
bond panel.

The 
coupon sheet is behind (“Cb.”) with only the last 15 remaining and the 
sheet separated. Green frame red 1000 center. Upper left, title “Old 
Fort San Juan Harbor.” Red seal of Porto Rico. Green back with title 
panel. Oval vignette with allegorical female. Large vignette Columbus 
in study as used for $1000 Large Size silver certificates. Multiple 
cancel holes in bond and coupons, staple rust at bound edge. When 
last auctioned by Smythe, this was the first they had seen. Some others 
did appear later.

Gold sunburst radiating tint and deeper gold 
Treasury Seal. Upper left, Theodore Roosevelt facing. Line for date of 
issue, issue, and engraved A. W. Mellon signature as secretary of the 
Treasury.

During the 1930s there 
were several issues of lower denomination coupon bonds for public 
purchase, but they were less popular than during the patriotic fervor 
of the Liberty Loan program. Many of these “between the wars” bonds 
were bought by municipalities and many that still exist came from 
those sources (the State of Ohio is an example). These are all scarce and 
attractive, but they did not vary the face colors between the different 
denominations; the back colors with the title panel did. This bond had a 
relatively short term. Some of the following types were due in the 1960s. 
A long style coupon bond by the BEP, 7 of 24 coupons remain. 20.5cm

For Cohen, who was a securities analyst in 
metals and mining, collecting was as much about 
exploring themes as it was about acquiring what 


made him happy. Every piece in his collection 
was thoughtfully researched and calculated, an 
element of his work life that transferred into his 
collecting. At times, Cohen sought out pieces to 
build certain type sets, while at other times he 
made purchases based solely on the uniqueness 
or singularity of a piece. His passion for his 
work in metals and mining also transferred to 
the notes he collected, as he sought out a diverse 
array of Large and Small Size Silver Certificates, 
with the latter being one of his favorite types, 
along with Red Seal United States notes. 

Cohens collection is a testament to his love 
of American history and the important role that 
paper money has played in the nation. He took 
great pride and joy in his collection, regularly 
spending hours going through each and every 
piece, especially with his three children. His 
other great joys included baseball and classic 
films, especially those featuring John Wayne. 

His family hopes that those who purchase 
the coins and paper money from Mr. Cohens 
collection will cherish them as he did.

Texas collector William A. Philpott, Jr., long-time secretary of 
the Texas Bankers Association, rescued most of the existing 
St. Louis notes by corresponding with Federal Reserve Banks 
and alerting employees to his interest. At one time he reported 
that Treasury records revealed just 33 outstanding, but he 
later amended that figure to 70. I (QDB) remember meeting 
and talking with Mr. Philpott in the 1950s. He was the grand 
master of Federal Reserve notes of different denominations and 
varieties at a time when few others were interested.

It was then issued exclusively in Vietnam 
where it remained in circulation until August 11, 
1969. It was immediately of interest to the few 
collectors of MPC at the time because it introduced 
the $20 denomination. 

The collectors also paid special attention to the $10 
denomination because the young woman on the 
note has a very revealing dress. In recent years the 
$10 denomination earned a nickname— the Janet 
Jackson note—because of the apparent wardrobe 
malfunction. All of this is in the tradition of the 
$5 Educational note and the 1916 Standing Liberty 
quarter but there is more. On completed notes the 
young woman is largely obscured by tints, but on 
the proof in this sale, her situation is much more 
embarrassing for her. 

This is the first ever public sale of a specimen, 
progressive and composite impression set (SPC) of 
the beautiful Series 661 Military Payment Certificates! 
SPC sets consist of fully printed specimens, composite 
printings and tint proofs of each denomination. For 
example the $20 denomination alone consists of nine 
pieces of paper! They range from complete specimen 
notes to printings of each of the colors composing 
the final result. Each piece is fascinating. 

SPC sets are very rare. Only a few were even prepared 
at the BEP when the series was printed. Vietnam 
era SPC books were prepared with partial sheets of 
four of each denomination. The number of books 


prepared is not known, but it may have been as few 
as one such book for Series 661 and of course it was 
never intended that the set in whole or part would 
enter the collector market. 

The first reported Series 661 SPC set appeared in 
the 1970s! Ted Uhl sold it to famed MPC collector 
Elmer Smith. The set traded hands one more time 
after Smiths death and remains in strong hands. The 
Smith set and the set being sold are twins. Indeed 
they are identical twins! Of course the finished notes 
are specimens having zero serials. However, they do 
have position numbers and these numbers provide 
us with interesting and important information. 

Each denomination pair of notes (the respective 
pieces from the Smith collection and this sale) 
started out as adjacent pieces on the same sheet! 
Furthermore, they were joined on a long edge. It is 
very likely that the two known sets started out in a 
SPC set of four. The sets had to have been separated 
in the 1970s. Where the current set has been for all 
of these years is anyone’s guess, but we are happy to 
have the opportunity to offer this great set. 

To top off a fascinating and beautiful group is a 
seven page 1968 document that came with the set. 
The document is a letter from Headquarters United 
States Army Pacific to United States Army Vietnam 
with a six page attachment. The document describes 
in detail many technical aspects of MPC including 
counterfeit detection. Some of this information 
has never been published in numismatics and was 
classified SECRET in 1968 (it has been declassified). 

In summary, this is the first set ever sold publicly. 
It is the first sale since the 1980s. Likely only four 
such sets were created at the BEP of which only two 
remain for collectors.

“Presented to Olga A Hirsch Interest Coupon Auditor by W. 
O. Woods May 15, 1933.” This would have been just two week 
before his term ended as Treasure. Our research indicates Olga 
Hirsch was the wife of famed industrialist and owner of Europe’s 
largest private music library Paul Hirsch. Olga had a remarkable 
collection of decorated papers herself. While we do not know 


the extant of there relationship it would only make sense as this 
was a retirement gift. The time line makes a bit of sense as the 
sheet would have been cut by President Franklin Roosevelt just 
months into his first term and given to Treasurer Woods who in 
turn presented to Mrs. Ola A Hirsch. 

Here is what is known for the remaining six notes from the first 
sheet. Serial Number 1 resides in the Smithsonian Institution, 
S/N 2 resides in the Franklin Roosevelt archives Museum in 
upstate New York, S/N s number 9 and 11 reside in a private 
collection. Serial Number 12 was sold by us in March of 2014 for 
$8,225 and was graded PMG Very Fine 20. The whereabouts of 
Serial number 3,4,6,7,8, and 10 remain unknown. The fact that 
it has remained in such excellent condition is not surprising as it 
was most likely tucked away for many years until our consignor 
decided it was time for it to be cherished by a collector.

We are of 
course talking about the signor of this banknote, Charles Joy.

Point being, this isn’t 
just another piece of paper. This is the oldest and first issued 


national banknote meant for circulation in Central Florida. 
When Mr. Joy secreted this keepsake away, the closest other 
national bank was over 100 miles North in Palatka and there 
wasn’t a single national bank further South in all of Florida. 

This is just the fifth banknote reported to have survived from 
The First National Bank of Orlando. The other four are all 
$5 brown backs. That is the only type and denomination the 
bank issued before it failed in November of 1895. One of those 
generic serial number notes listed with a grade of Fine sold 
for $5,060 in 1998. That was a significant amount of money 
in that market. To date, that is the only sold auction result for 
any banknote from The First National Bank of Orlando. Much 
more could be said about the rarity of Florida brown backs and 
Orlando notes in general. However, the historical significance 
as it relates to the early history of Florida, combined with the 
striking eye appeal of a PMG 30, is much more important than a 
detailed accounting of survival metrics.

He was also the first cashier when the Elgin charter moved 
to Giddings, TX. It appears that he left the Giddings bank within 
a year of it moving. For the rest of his life it would appear that 
he was a CPA in various Texas towns.

Mr. Archinard to Manchester, MO in 1905 to help organize the 
First National Bank of Manchester. By 1906 he was gone again 
and presumably back to accounting work in Texas.

In 1891, the year the Berlin National Bank was founded, the village 
of Berlin was sometimes referred to as Berlin Falls, to differentiate 
it from the wider area of the township. However, on currency only 
the name of Berlin was used. Bankers Magazine, March 1891, gave 
this: “Bank of Berlin, now First National Bank,” apparently a stray or 
unedited comment.

S. Conner (merchant), George H. Calley (physician), George B. Cavis 
(merchant), Burley M. Ames (merchant), and Daniel B. Weymouth 
(merchant). The directors chose Henry C. Whipple as president, 
Benjamin F. Perkins as vice president and William C. White as cashier.

and the Dakotas. 

Certain trustees of the Sullivan Savings Institution became alarmed 
with such investments, and resigned, to start their own business, a 
National Bank, which charter they were able to obtain easily. These 
men included George H. Stowell, Hosea W. Parker, Dr. Osmon B. 
Way, Judge W.H.H. Allen, and Judge Edward J. Tenney, the last being a 
director of the Claremont National Bank. Thus, the Peoples National 
Bank of Claremont was born. 

In 1896 the Sullivan Savings Institution collapsed in a scandal 
involving John L. Farwell, and the Claremont National Bank tossed 
the Farwell family interests out, secured new directors in their place, 
and had sufficient surplus to continue in and actually improve 
business.

Considering the early 
charter number for this state capital bank one would think that the 
percentage of surviving notes would favor these earlier issues. Quite 
the contrary as here the majority of known large-size notes are 1902 
Date and Plain Backs. This is one of just three known $5 Brown Backs. 
It has nice overall appeal with strong banking signatures and just a 
small paper pull at upper left. The last five dollar Brown Back to sell 
at a major numismatic auction was this note when it brought $2,530 
in a 2007 sale. 

The First National Bank of Concord was incorporated on March 
15, 1864, with charter number 318, thus becoming an early entry 
in the field of federally chartered institutions. By this time officers 
had already been elected in anticipation of the charter, with Asa 
Fowler named president on February 2. At the outset the bank was 
capitalized at $100,000, an amount quickly paid, but the figure was 
soon raised to $150,000. Asa Fowler served as president. A man of 
wide experience, he was a lawyer, former judge of the Supreme Court 
of New Hampshire, and had been a director of the State Capital Bank 
in Concord for several years. 

The bank had its share of ups and down, including the defalcations of 
cashier W.W. Storrs that made headline news in 1874, but prospered 
overall and continued issuing notes through 1935. As a class the notes 
of the First National Bank of Concord are very elusive — surprisingly 
so in view of the large numbers issued. There are many other banks 
in the state for which more are known, even though the issues were 
smaller.

Mechanicks NB. Charter #2447. PMG Very Fine 20. State capital 
Brown Backs are always in high-demand, particularly these five dollar 
notes, as they offer attractive layouts of the central titles. This appealing 
Very Fine example is one of just four for the type and denomination per 
the Track and Price census. The last to sell publicly was a PMG Very 
Fine 25 graded note which brought $2,173.75 in a 2016 sale. 

The Mechanicks National Bank of Concord was chartered on January 
3, 1880, successor to Minot & Co., bankers, which for many years had 
continued much of the business of the old state-chartered, note-issuing 
Mechanicks Bank of Concord. The capital was set at $100,000. Josiah 
Minot was the founding president, Benjamin A. Kimball held the office 


of vice president, and James Minot was cashier. Directors included 
Josiah Minot, Benjamin A. Kimball, Joseph B. Walker, Edward H. 
Rollins, Charles H. Amsden, John M. Hill, and Sargent C. Whitcher. 
The premises of Minot & Co. in the relatively new (1873) brick Board 
of Trade building were occupied by the National Bank, a comfortable 
office in a central location. The bank name was nearly always spelled 
archaically as Mechanicks, including on paper money, but occasionally 
in print an apostrophe would be used, and a number of federal 
documents have it incorrectly as Mechanics. 

The bank soldiered on, suffering financial difficulties during the 
Depression, but issued notes through 1935.

The 
Conway NB. Charter #9476. PMG Very Fine 30. This note is 
an important addition to a previous census total of just three 
large-size per Track and Price. It also surpasses the previous 
trio known by five grading points as the others top out at the 
Very Fine 25 level. The Conway National Bank was a relatively 
short lived endeavor being chartered in 1909 with a capital 
of $25,000 and liquidated in 1923 following problems arising 
from falsification of the banks records by the president, H.P. 
Brown. The bank issued only 1902 Date and Plain Backs and 


was the only issuing institution for the town. Conway and its 
associated villages are one of New Hampshire’s most visited 
areas by tourists as it is a gateway to the center of the White 
Mountain National Forest. This $10 note becomes the third $10 
Plain Back; the remaining survivor is a $20 note of the same 
type. PMG comments “minor repairs,” which is seen at the top 
margin under scrutiny. The most recent offering for the charter 
at a major numismatic auction was in a 2013 sale where a PMG 
Very Fine 20 note brought $8,812.50.

Charter #499. PMG Very Fine 25. Here is an important Rockingham 
County charter with this Derry National Bank having just 11 large - 
size per the Track and Price census. The overall quality of the known 
pieces is not great, with none grading beyond the Very Fine level. 
Just two 1882 series notes are known and both are Very Good, which 
makes attractive Very Fine 1902 series notes like the present example 
all the more attractive to buyers. This note is also one of just two 1902 
Date Backs and the finer of that pair. 

On July 12, 1864, the Derry National Bank was organized with a 
capital of $60,000, but with an authorization of $100,000. Shares 
to the extent of 600 were to be sold at $100 each. The institution 
continued in business until the Depression. On September 28, 1932, 
the Derry National Bank was placed into voluntary liquidation by 
its stockholders. It was absorbed by the First National Bank of West 
Derry.

The 
Monadnock NB. Charter #1242. PMG Very Fine 20. The first 
of a stunning pair of notes we are offering for this desirable New 
Hampshire charter, the title of which references an incredibly popular 
mountain that is the highest point in Cheshire County and the most 
prominent peak in southern New Hampshire. This $10 Plain Back is 
one of just 15 reported large-size per Track and Price and is appealing 
for the assigned grade. Nice banking signatures remain and the 
circulation is quite even. 

On April 8, 1865, the shareholders of Monadnock Bank of Jaffrey 
liquidated the institution and formed the Monadnock National Bank 
of East Jaffrey, although the location of the bank did not change. The 
bank premises were modest and remained in cashier Scott’s house 
where they had been for years. The authorized capital of the new bank 
was $200,000, of which $100,000 was used. Carried over from the old 
bank was the obligation to redeem outstanding bills, and some loan 
paper that was overdue, but was “good,” according to the officers. 

The bank skipped hardly a beat in the changeover. President James 
Scott and cashier Peter Upton continued in their respective positions. 
The board of directors was also the same and comprised James Scott, 
Benjamin Cutter, Samuel Ryan, Jr., Arad Adams, James L. Bolster, 
Joseph T. Bigelow, and John Conant.

The Franklin 
NB. Charter #2443. PMG Very Fine 20. A highlight of this 
important selection of New Hampshire National Bank notes 
and truly a rare type and denomination for the Granite State. 
Our records indicate just 10 known serial numbers statewide 
for the 1875 Series and one Original Series note for the $20 
denomination. This Franklin charter is represented by two 
Original period twenties, with this being the finer of that pair. 
There are two Extremely Fine graded notes on the Lancaster 
National Bank of Lancaster and the Second National Bank of 
Nashua, followed by this Very Fine piece in terms of overall 



grade. The penned signatures and design detail are still strong 
throughout with the important back vignette of the Baptism of 
Pocahontas being particularly clear for the grade. The last public 
offering of this type and denomination for New Hampshire that 
we are aware of was a 2012 offering of a Citizens National Bank 
of Keene that brought $7,475. The nice margins are notable 
as these early series National Bank notes from the Northeast 
typically were trimmed very tightly. This is another significant 
New Hampshire offering and one that likely will not be repeated 
in the near future.

A magnificent New 
Hampshire rarity that comes from the northernmost county in the 
state. Just five towns issued National Currency in the county and 
Groveton is the rarest of that group with just two large-size and seven 
small. The bank was known by two issuing banks, the present and 
the first to be chartered, the Groveton National Bank of Groveton, 
an unreported bank for the first title. The second title was fully 
transformed to the Gorham National Bank of Gorham for which just 
a pair is known. A single offering for the charter has occurred within 
the last decade that in a 2015 sale where a PCGS Very Fine 20 PPQ 
$10 1929 note brought $3,760. We feel the present offering is certainly 
more attractive as it offers problem free paper for the grade and nice 
centering and margins. 

Further on the two banks: Fast following on the heels of the Groveton 
National Bank, chartered on February 20, 1900, came the second 
bank in a town which prior to this year had never had such a facility. 
The Coos National Bank of Groveton was chartered on May 1, 1900, 
with a capital of $25,000 — the same as its neighbor bank. Application 
had been made in 1899, in opposition to the interests of the Groveton 
National Bank

The Dartmouth 
National Bank was the sole issuing bank for this town and the last 
major numismatic auction appearance for a large-size note was a pair 
of About Uncirculated 1902 $5 and $10 Plain Backs which brought 
$2,820 and $3,525 respectively in 2012. 

The Bankers Magazine and Statistical Register, June 1865, included 
this: “New Hampshire-Hanover. — The Dartmouth National Bank 
of Hanover (No. 1145) Grafton County, was organized in May, with 
a capital of $50,000, limited to $250,000. President, Daniel Blaisdell, 
president of the Dartmouth Savings Bank; cashier, Newton S. 
Huntington. This is the first bank of circulation established at this 
place.” The name of the institution was derived from Dartmouth 
College, a school of great tradition that was founded in the colonial 
era of New Hampshire. The bank prospered and continued in business 
throughout the entire note-issuing era.

Charter #2299. PMG Very Fine 20. All First Charter notes on New 
Hampshire are rare with public offerings being even more so. Our 
records indicate just 20 pieces known on the state for the Series of 
1875 $10 notes and just four for the Original Series tens. Just a few of 
that total are graded better than Fine, which highlights the importance 
of this Very Fine note. Strong penned signatures remain and bold 
overprints and primary design features are noted. PMG comments 
“Minor Repairs” on the holder which are indeed trivial as we cannot 
determine the location looking through the encapsulation. This is the 
first public offering for an 1875 Series note on the charter since a 2003 
offering of a Very Fine graded $1 note which brought $4,370. 

The Citizens National Bank of Keene was incorporated on September 
18, 1875, and began business on October 1 of the same year opening 
to the public on November 1. The capital was $100,000. Stephen D. 
Osborne was the founding president, and Obed G. Dort was the 
first cashier. In some listings the bank title was in the possessive, as 
Citizens’, but most omitted the apostrophe. The bank did well, and in 
various audits all was found to be financially sound. On August 11, 
1924, A.M. Avery, acting chief of the Organization Division of the 
Treasury Department, sent this memo to the chief of the Examining 
Division: 

“The Ashuelot National Bank of Keene and the Citizens National Bank 
of Keene, Keene, New Hampshire, contemplate consolidating under the 
act of November 7, 1918, under the charter of the Ashuelot National 
Bank of Keene, and under the title of the Ashuelot-Citizens National 
Bank of Keene. 

“Please advise if there are any assets of either association which should 
not be taken into the consolidated bank.” 

On September 6, 1924, the aforementioned consolidation took 
place, the Ashuelot-Citizens National Bank became the title, and the 
Citizens National Bank of Keene was no more.

On February 2, 1865, the financial interests of the Cheshire County 
Bank (a different institution from the Cheshire Bank) were turned 
over to the newly organized Keene National Bank. The capital was 
authorized at a maximum of $300,000, but the directors selected 
$ 100,000 as the amount desired. The founding president was Frederick 
Vose, and the first cashier was George W. Tilden, these two men 
having held identical positions with the Cheshire County Bank. The 
bank did well and issued note throughout the large-size and small- 
size eras.

This bright Very Fine offers exceptional 
clarity and sharp penned signatures of the banking officials. It is a 
scarcely offered large-size note on this Lakes Region charter. 

In 1865 the busy commercial town of Laconia was up for grabs for 
anyone wanting to start a National Bank. The shareholders of the 
Belknap County Bank had discussed liquidating and turning the 
business over to a new bank, but squabbles erupted and nothing was 
done. In the meantime, John C. Moulton, a local man of business 
renown, gathered friends and acquaintances, filed for a federal charter, 
and on December 28, 1865, the Laconia National Bank became a 
reality, capitalized at $100,000, with the authorization to increase 
the capitalization up to $200,000 should the board of directors wish 
to do so. This was another of the many New Hampshire banks that 
prospered and continued issuing notes through the 1930s.

On June 11, 1880, the Merchants National Bank of Manchester 
commenced business as a continuation of the old City National Bank 
of Manchester. James A. Weston, a former governor of the state and 
new to the bank in recent times, was the first president under the new 
title and drew a salary of $1,000. Daniel W. Lane continued as cashier 
at $1,200 annually. Directors, recently elected in the waning period 
under the old title, included James A. Weston, Charles H. Bartlett, 
Bushrod W. Hill, Nathan P. Hunt, John M. Parker, John C. French, 
and William C. Rogers. The charter no. 1520 was retained. The capital 
was $150,000. Business of the Guaranty Savings Bank, with Weston 
as treasurer, was conducted in the same rooms, but with different 
accounts. The bank continued to be successful and issued notes 
through the mid-1950s.

The segue was smooth from 
the old bank, and president Waterman Smith and cashier Frederick 
Smyth remained in place, as did directors Waterman Smith, David 
Cross, Joseph B. Clark, A. Blood, William W. Brown, R.N. Batchelder, 
and Natt Head.

This Manchester note is far and away 
the finest we could locate in census information without any other 
even approaching this quality. It displays the embossing one would 
expect for the grade along with centering and margins worthy of the 
designation. 

In 1865 the City National Bank of Manchester succeeded the interests 
of the state-chartered City Bank (founded in 1853). Offices were 
continued on the southern corner of Elm and Hanover streets, in 
the Temple Block, built by P.B. Putney and George A. Barnes, one 
of downtown Manchester’s most impressive business structures. The 
capital was set at $150,000 and was paid up quickly, although $300,000 
was the maximum amount authorized. 

On June 11, 1880, the name of the City National Bank of Manchester 
changed to the Merchants National Bank of Manchester, thus bringing 
down the curtain on the enterprise under this title. Accordingly, this 
National Bank title is one of the shortest-lived in the state.

Even when 
combining the similar Original Series notes, that population only 
climbs by three. PMG comments “New England trim,” “Internal Split,” 
with the latter seen at the center of the note. The last offered for this 
charter was in a 2012 sale where a different 1875 Series $5 note in Very 
Good brought $4,140. 

The Second National Bank of Manchester was chartered on June 
20, 1877, becoming one of only National Banks in the state to have 
“Second” as part of its name (the other being the Second National 
Bank of Nashua). The capital was set at $100,000 and was quickly paid 
in. In 1910 there were transitions in the Carpenter and Goss families, 
who held controlling interest in this bank and were also involved 
in the Pittsfield National Bank and the Merchants National Bank of 
Dover. As family talent was becoming spread too thin, it was decided 
to close the Second National Bank of Manchester and to merge its 
assets into the Amoskeag National Bank in the same city. This ended 
the career of a very short-lived institution.

The institution was the 
successor in interest the state chartered New Market Bank, the last day 
of business of which took place at the transferal of August 1,1865. This 
institution was another success story and issued notes throughout the 
large-size and small-size era to 1935.

The directors selected $50,000 as the 
starting figure, but soon thereafter it was increased to $100,000. The 
bank prospered and issued notes throughout both the small and large 
size era.

The newcomer sought to 
carve a niche for itself in local business, competing with the long- 
established and well backed First National Bank of Newport. The 
founding president was Leander F. Dodge, and Perley A. Johnson 
was the first cashier. Not long afterward, F.A. Rawson was named vice 
president. Both banks profited from the popularity and success of 
Lake Sunapee not far away, which grew steadily during the years and 
became one of New England’s most popular resort areas. The bank 
issued notes through the 1930s.

In an oversight of the application 
process, some information was omitted and was returned to the bank 
to be completed. Thus the charter became number 19. 

This bank succeeded to the interests of the Piscataqua Exchange Bank. 
The capital stock was set at $100,000, divided into 1,000 shares at $100 
each. The bank was successful and issued both large and small size 
notes until the mid-1950s. The charter number was changed to 2672 
in 1882 and then on June 8, 1910, back to the original 19.

striking note from the popular New Hampshire town of Plymouth in 
Grafton County. This well cared for note shows the initial appeal of an 
Extremely Fine with sharp printing and just light even circulation. It 
is nicely centered and displays strong banking signatures. The tribal 
bank name references a major New Hampshire river with headwaters 
in Franconia Notch State Park. The river flows through the scenic 
White Mountains and ultimately merges with the Winnipesaukee 
River. These two water bodies combine to become the Merrimack 
River which runs through southern New Hampshire and finally 
terminates in the Atlantic between Newburyport and Salisbury in 
Massachusetts. 

The organizers of the Pemigewasset National Bank held their first 
formal meeting and prepared articles of association on October 8, 
1881. There had been no bank in town for well over 30 years, and the 
new institution was fresh, in essence started at the ground floor. The 
bank set up offices in the Pemigewasset House, the premier hotel of the 
town and district — a convenient location contiguous to the Boston 
& Maine Railroad passenger station, easily accessible to townspeople 
as well as to travelers. This was the only National Bank along the 
rail line north of Laconia and south of Littleton. By November 11, 
$39,000 of the $75,000 in capital stock had been paid in. The first day 
of authorized banking was on November 16, 1881. The bank was yet 
another New Hampshire success story and issued notes through the 
1930s.

In September 1867, with a new president, 
however, it was accomplished. The business did not perform well, 
and in January 1878 the stockholders voted to put it in liquidation. 
Delay after delay occurred, and it was not until June 30, 1884, that the 
voluntary liquidation took place.

Tonight collectors 
can compete for the new prize of Guthrie numismatics. The 
existence of this serial number one $10 brown back has caught 
everyone by surprise.

The Farmers Bank of Bucks County was incorporated on October 31, 
1814. It was first located at Hulmeville and was removed to Bristol 
in 1823. The first president was John Hulme, who died in 1817 and 
was succeeded by Joseph Hulme. It evolved into the Farmers National 
Bank in 1864. Each note has PHILADELPHIA at the top, with the 
very small line above: “15 Miles from.” Taradiddles such as this are fun 
to notice on various bank notes. 

As a lagniappe (or time out for a break) you might find it interesting 
to read this story from Niles Weekly Register, July 7, 1821, and its 
follow-up: 

“Horrible Affair.” The sloop Norfolk was freighted at Philadelphia for 
New Orleans, a short time since, and being ladened, proceeded on her 
voyage; on or about the 13th ultimately she was discovered to be on 
fire, but by the efforts of the captain and crew the fire was extinguished, 
after doing so much damage that it was thought necessary to put into 
Norfolk to refit. The cargo was here overhauled, etc. and what passed 
for boxes of dollars to the amount of 20,000, and for other valuable 
articles estimated at about 15,000 more, in the invoice, were found to 
contain only pieces of iron, lead, and hay, etc. 

The vessel and cargo was insured at Philadelphia and Baltimore for 
35,000, and the design of the horrible villains was to set her on fire, 
at the risk of destroying the crew, by means of oil of vitriol, smuggled 
on board under some other denomination. The names of the shippers 
at Philadelphia are said to be Scull. E.I. Hollingshead, Greene and 
Joseph Hulme The pursuit is hot. Four persons have been arrested 
and held to bail in $8,000 dollars each, to answer the offense. They 
are said to have “hitherto maintained a respectable standing, and the 
Philadelphia printers are too delicate to mention the names of those 
seized.” 

Niles Weekly Register, July 14, 1821, told more: 

“The Sloop Norfolk.” One of the persons implicated in the horrible 
attempt to destroy the sloop Norfolk and her crew, by fire at sea, as 
noticed in our last, was the president of the Farmers Bank of Bucks 
County!-an institution hitherto supporting a respectable character, 
but now so run upon in consequence of the arrest of its president, 
as to have been under the necessity of suspending payment. A new 
president has been appointed, and we are given to understand that 
the debts of the bank will be speedily liquidated. It is thus that a whole 
community suffers by the act of one man. 

“Scull, another of the party implicated, made his escape, but has been 
ferreted out, and is now in Philadelphia prison. ” The punishment of 
the crime with which these men are charged, we believe, is death.”

j. Bidder acknowledges that the numismatic market is speculative, unregulated and 
volatile, and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Stacks Bowers does not guar¬ 
antee or represent that any customer buying for investment purposes will be able to 
sell for a profit in the future. 

k. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Stacks Bowers, nor its employees, 
affiliates, agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be 
unimpaired, uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such 
events. 

11. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assign¬ 
ees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Stacks

12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning pro¬ 
ceeds of any sale, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other ap¬ 
plicable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys’ fees

Bidder further agrees that venue of the arbitration proceed¬ 
ing shall be in Orange County, California; and any court proceeding shall be in the 
Orange County Superior Court, in the State of California, and in each case waive any 
claim of Forum Non Conveniens. Bidder agrees that any arbitration or legal action 
with respect to this Auction Sale is barred unless commenced within one (1) year of 
the date of this Auction Sale. AUCTION PARTICIPANTS EXPRESSLY WAIVE ANY 
RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY.
